One year, I had a Moslem boy In my doss. He was

, experience of his own. His family observed the 
"Feast of the Lamb," and there would always be 
great excitement in preparation. They always bought 
two Iambi, one to give to the poor and one for the 
family, and each year iherrwould be miich discus- 
sion' as 'to which lamb to keep and which to give 



away; (Even family arguments can be ritualsl) 
Perhaps the most touching slpry' I gathered front 

_ my students was that of a-fnmily in which each mem-- 
her had a particular Job to dp in connection'wilh 
their Christmas tree. After the tree was purchased, 
the son usually set it in its stand; the father would 

. attach the electric lights; the mother would attach 
the decorations ~il1d Drnamenti; and t)ie .daughter; 
who was the youngest, would hang the tinsel stream-

This ritual went on year after year until the un- 
happy time the father was taken* to the hospital with 
tuberculosis. When Christmas came, the family was 
sad and perplexed about how they should observe 
the day. Finally they agreed on a plan. The son set 

, up theirec mother put on the omarpenu, and daugh- 
ter the tinsel. Bui there were no lights on It, * 



Their tree was loft unlit the four long years the 
'father Wu In the hospital. What reloicing there was 
that happy fifth Christmas when father was home 
again and able to put the lights on the tree! No gift 
could ever have replaced Ihe father's function in this 
Christmaa ritual. 

In all o^ these stories' we see'tHe'essentlaT theme. 
- ^hcK students remembered what their parents gave 
ic/ themselves at Christmay tlnle. Many of th^ things 
—they spoke of may teem trivial; many were certainly. 
-a bother and inconvenience to the parents. But inso- 
far as the,,p^r{ints gave themselves to these family - 
activiiiea, even the trivial became woven Into a pat- 
tern of unity, caring and scaring which their chil-
